Dear Mrs. Craven: 

I am in possession of your letter and have consider- 
ed its contents and will say I am very mubh interested in 
your efforts in trying to make a complete work of the 
Joslin family history and I am ready to furnish you all 
the help I can, but I don't remember of hearing of any 
towns spoken of where they lived in Vermont. In fact it 
was in the time of the Colonies that they were there. 
Vermont was not adopted as a state until 1791 and history 
tells me that Vermont was the first that was taken in as 
a state. Fricilla Austin Joslin was born in 1730. They 
must have lived there in the Colonies for quite awhile before 
the adoption of Vermont as a state. Then the Colonists built 
towns and gave them names. Then later on they would change 
the name to something else, as in the case of Boston. The 
Indians had statted the town and called it "Shaumut'. 

Then when the English people came in there they changed 

its name to "Tremont" then later the name was changed to 
"Boston". History says that most all towns they built, 
their first name given was later changed to something else. 
So it would be hard to find the town they lived in. I 
think grandfathers folks lived in the country. Mother 

said they would sleighride on the lake in the winter and 
boat ride in summer, so they must have lived close to the 
lake. It may be if you would write to the state capitol 
you might gain some information. I can't say just what 
part of Ohio the folks stopped at but somewhere along the 
Miami River, but I don't think any of them ever stopped 
there in Ohio but my grandfather, Elam Joslin and his 
family. My mother was born after they stopped there in Ohio 
and she was about 3 years old I think wben they came on 
down to Indianay And I think that Joseph Thomas Joslin 

and Sarah and their family preceded them to Indiana, some 
few years anc was settled there when Elam and his family 
got there. 


You wanted to know why my mother called Pricilla 
"Granny" Austin. I suppose one reason was because of her 
age. She was almost a hundred years older than my mother. 
Ihen her daughter Sarah Austin was my mother's grandmother 
and in those days they called all grandmothers Granny and 
Sarah was called "Granny" Joslin to distinguish the two 
grannies. They just called Pricilla "Granny Austin". 


Now in trying to straighten out the Joslin men we will 
have to draw some conclusions. You said that Sir Thomas 


was a grandfather to Joseph Thomas that married Pricilla 
Austin. Unless you have found Evidence to prove that he 

was his grandfather why not suppose him to be his father? 
According to Miss Barbee's data Joseph Thomas, Pricilla's 
husband was born in the year 177, away back there in the 
colonial times and quite awhile before Vermont was taken 
over as a state. If Sie Thomas is Joseph Thomas's father 
that will close the gap, but if he is his grandfather=who 
was Joseph Thomas's father? And where can he be found? 
Perhaps you will get some information from the history you 
spoke of writing foe. Miss Barbee said in one of her letters 
to me that Joseph Joslin was Pricilla's son. Then in another 
place she called him her step-grandson. Now he couldn't 

be her own son, for he married her daughter and if he was 
her step-grandson, where is his father? My idea about it 

is that Sir Thomas is Joseph Thomas's father and Jeseph 
Thomas is Josephs father by a former wife and he was only 

a step son to Pricilla. Joseph Thomas never came to Indiana 
he either stayed in Vermont or in New Jersey. In regard to 
Pricilla's maiden name, I don't know what it was, but Miss 
Barbee spoke of her in one of her letters as Pricilla 
Peppers Austin Joslin. Then in another place in her letter 
she referrred to her as Pricilla Peppers but she was never 
married to any Peppers so it must have been her maiden name, 
that must have been the way Peppers were related to the 
Joslins thru Pricilla herself. Pricilla was not related to 
them only as she had married Jeseph Thomas Joslini Then 
Sarah her daughter married Joseph. Joseph Thomas's son 
brought her in relationship with them. 


I do hope you will find all the missing links so all 
the gaps will be bridged over. I am ready to do all I can 
so if you find anything more that you want to ask me about 
just be free to write about it and if I can give you any 
light on it I am ready to do so. I wish you good success 
in your work.

Dear Miss Barbee: 
Your records arrived this morning and I have just gone 
over them and drawn myself some diagrams to keep the generations 
and dates in order. 


Priscilla dau of John Bateman was born 1730 I see and d. 1633 
ae 103 is this correct? She mrd lst ( ) Bennet probably about 
17504 and Austin about 17703. She didn't marry Joslin until after 
1785. I would say Judith Hand is obviously not Priscilla Batemen's 
mother, 


I have no idea who Martha Peppers might be, but it seems odd 
that if Priscilla had children other than James Bennett & Sarah 
Austin that only these two were mentioned in Thomas Joslin's will 
of 1794. Priscilla must have been quite a bit younger than Thos. 
Joslin for her dau to marry his grandson. 


If this fits into the Cornelius Austin family of Cumberland CO., 
N.J., I confess I do not see how at this point. It does not seem 
reasonable to think (- Austin who mrd. Priscilla Bennett was 
much younger than she and the chances are she was his 2nd wife, so 
he may have been born anywhere from 1720-1740. 


Perhaps (, 1 Austin was of the Jonah Austin family rather ' 
than the Cornelius:6Jonah disappears from N.J. records and might 
well have gone to Delaware.- 


I have nothing on Delaware at all and no members there to call 
on for help. What is the source of your statement that Sarah Austin 
b. 1775 was born in Delaware? | 


This summer some one sent me some records on Cornelius & Martha 
of Mass., « N.J.-He was the son of an unidentified John Austin anc 
her name was soulard before she married. 


I do not know of any present day descendants of this family 
however there was a Cornelüus Austin of Squancome, N.J. (wherever 
that is) who removed to Lyons N.Y. and thence to Novi, Michigan. 
He was b. ca 1791 and as I recall mrë. Clarissa or Clara Barton. 
He had a son Jonah. Some of this family lived around walled Lake, 
Mich. but I have had little luck in contacting them. 


ve are happy to welcome you to the Austin Family Assn., anë 
hope you will keep us posted on your progress. If we turn up any 
clues we will let you know. Whenever you encounter anyother data 
on Austin's in cemeteries, papers, court records etc., please send 
it in so that I may be able to help some one else.

Dear Miss Barbee, | 
I received your letter of October 1 in regard to the 
Austin family of New Jersey. lI have looked through my 


records earefully and fail to find any reference to an 
Austin-Joslin marriage. although I am descended from 

the Francis Austin family of New Jersey, as you are 
probably also, I have not carried all the Austin lines down 
far enough from the immigrant progenitor to include perhaps 
your Sarah Austin. My line descends through Francis Austin 
who married Mary Bouton to Amos Austin and Esther Haines, 
to Caleb Austin and Lydia Mason, to Josiah Austin and Sarah 
Haines to Lydia Austin who married William Sharp, my 
great-great grandfather. My maiden name was Sharp. I have 
records of the families of each of these marriages, but 
have not collectdd the records, extensively, of the other 
Austin branches. 


Have you checked H. Stanley Craig's "Genealogical Data 
of Cumberland Co., N.J." for records of this couple? Per- 
haps it may give the marriage record of Sarah Austin and 
Joseph Thomas Joslin, and as you probably know, many of 
these early marriage records listed the paren:s of the bride, 
particularly if the bride was under age. 


At any rate I'd like to keep your records on file and 
will keep watching for any reference to Joslin connections 
in my searching for Austin records. You are certainly to be 
commended for the form of your enquiry. It is so helpful 
when charts are used in this work; there is nocchance of 
misunderstanding the various generations. If I come across 
anything helpful, I'll certainly write you,

In the name of God, Amen, I Thomas Joslin of the 
lownship of Deerfield in the county of Cumberland and 
otate of New Jersey being low of body but sound in mind 
and memory, and calling TO MIND the mortality of my body, 
knowing it is appointed for all men once to die, I do make 
and ordain this my last will and testament in manner and 
form viz: 


And first of all I order that my funeral charges and 
all my just debts to be paid. 


Item: I give and bequeath unto my wife Pricilla Joslin 
one good bed and furniture with a sett of curtaines also 
the use of profits of all my land, and salt marsh untill 
such time as my grandson Joseph T. Joslin shall arrive to 
the age of twenty-one years old, and one third of all my 
moveable estate to dispose of as she pleases and one third 
of all my land and salt marsh so long as she shall remain 
my widow in right of dower. 


Item: I give and bequeath unto my grandson Joseph 
Thomas Joslin the plantation on which I live with my salt 
marsh which lyeth in Sayers Neck when he shall arrive to 
the age of twenty one except my wife's thirds during her 
widowhood to him and his heirs and assigns forever but if 
my grandson Joseph T. Joslin should die without issue then 
I give the above said land and marsh unto my other grandson 
Enos Woodruff to him his heirs and assigns forever. 


I give unto my other grandson william Woodruff the 
sum of eight pounds in money to be paid to John Woodruff 
father of said William Woodruff in one year after my de- 
cease for the use of said grandson untill he comes of age. 


Item: I give ünto my granddaughter Lucy Joslin five 
pounds in money when she arrives to the age of eighteen 
years old. 


Item: I give unto my other granddaughter Elizabeth 
Joslin the sum of five pounds in money when she arrives to 
the age of eighteen years old. 


I give unto Elijah Bennet grandson of my wife Priscilla 
the sum of five pounds in money to be paid unto the hands 
of James Bennet father of said grandson in one year after 
my decease. 


Item: I give unto Rachel Bennet daughter of above 
said James Bennet the sum of five pounds to be paid also 
into the hands of said James Bennet at the aame time as 
above menthboned for the use of the said children when they 
come of age. 


Item: I give unto my son David Joslin the sum of ten 
shillings to be paid at my decease, and whatsoever remains 
of my moveable estate I give and bequeath unto my son David 
Joslin and to my daughter Rachel Joslin and my wife's 
daughter Sarah Austin to be equally divided between them 
all three to be paid in one year after my decease, 


And I do authorize and impower my executors hereafter 
named to dispose of all my whole estate as I have herein 
ordered. 


And I do aughorize and appoint my beloved wife 
Priscilla Joslin and William Garrison Esq. to be executors 
to this my last will and testament. 


And I do hereby renounce revoke and disallow all other 
of my wills or testaments by me heretofore made, or ordain- 
ed and I do declare this and this only to be my last will 
and testament as witness my hand and seal this tenth day 
of May in the year of our Lord one thousand semen hundred 
ninety fonr 1794.

ITEM: I give unto my son Isaac Bateman my marsh near the 
mouth of Cedar Creek soposed to be about eight acres, to 
him his heirs and assigns forever-and all the remainder of 
my estate I give to be equally divided among my son Isaac 
Bateman my daughter Sarah Robinson my Daughter Prisscilla 
Asstins my Daugher Hellen James and my grandson Thomas 
Bateman--And I do hereby nominate constitute and appoint 
my wife Jude Bateman executrix and my son John Bateman 
executor to this my last will and testament and I do ratify 
confirm pronounce and declare this to be my last will and 
testament---

Priscilla dau of John Bateman was born 1730 I see and d. 18300 age 
103. Is this correct? She mmd. first (----- ) Bennet probably about 
1750 and Austin about 1770. She didnt marry Joslin until after 1785. 


I would say Judith Hand is obviously not Priscilla Bateman's 
mother. 


I have no idea who Martha Peppers might be, but it seems odd 
that if Priscilla had children other than James Benret & Sarah Austin 
that only these two were mentioned in Thomas Joslin's will of 1794. P 
Priscilla mußt have been quite a bit younger than Thos. Joslin 
for her dau. to marry his grandson. 


If this fits into the Cornelius Austin family of Cumberland 
Co., N. J. I eonfess I do not see how at this point. It does not 
Seem reasonable to think (*****) Austin who mrd. Priscilla Bennett 
was much younger than she and the chances are she ws his 2nd wife, 
so he may have been born anywhere from 1720-1740. 


Perhaps (----) Austin was of the Jonah Austin family rather than 
the CoRnelius: --Jonah disappears from N.J. records and might well 
have gore to Delaware. 


I have nothing on Delaware at all and no members there to call 
on for help. What is the source of your statement that Sarah Austin 
b. 1775 was born in Delaware? 


This summer soneone sent me some recorcs on Cornelius and 
martha of Mass. & N. J.--He was the son of an unidentified John 
Austin and her name was Soulard before she married. 


I do not know of any present day descendants of this family 
however there was a Correlous Austin of Squancome, N. J.(wherever) 
that is ) who removed to Lyons N.Y. and then to Novi, Michigan. 

He was b. ca. 1791 and as I recall mrd. Clarissa or Clare Barton. 
He had a son Jonah. Some of this family lived arourg Walled Lake, 
„Ich. but I have had little luck in contacting them.
